On the 11th December, 1981, Sub-Inspector Lalbuanga 
Sailo of Special Branch and CID, returned from duty and 
reached his house in Mission 'Veng, around 8 p.m. He was 
accompanied by S. I. Vanlalchuanga of SB/CID Champhai 
and CID Constable Hrangliana. At about 2030 hrs., his 
door was knocked persistently and he was asked in Mizo to 
open the door. According to Mizo custom, the door had 
to bo opened and wife of S.I, Sailo opened it. Three armed 
MNF miscreants barged in an immediately opened fire, 
seriously wounding S.I. Sailo and Constable Hrangliana. Both 
the policemen Instantly reached and returned the fire. Totally 
unmindful of the injuries, S.I. Sailo and' Hrangliana re¬ 
peatedly fired back and wounded the assailants. S.I. Sailo 
did not allow his 6.35 mm pbtol to be removed from him 
which appeared to be the bone of contention. S.I. 'Vanlal- 
chuanga’s 6.35 mm pistol developed a malfunction and he 
could not fire. Seeing that Constable Hrangliana had been 
hit in the heart region. S.T. Vanlalchuanga dragged him to a 
comer. In this process, the former's .38 revolver fell down 
Wirich was picked up by one of the assailants and taken 
away. 

Information of this incident reached S. P. Aizawl and 
S.P. CID at about 9 p.m,, who rushed to the spot. S.I. Sailo 
and Constable Hrangliana, though bleeding profusely, were 
in their senses and were positive that they had mortally 
wounded one of the assailants, and Injured others. Fcdlow- 
ing a blood trail both the S.P. located the dead body of a 
uniformed miscreant belonging to MNF, at a distance of 400 
yards from the place of occurance. He had been hit on the 
face and his body had been dragged all the way oy his asso¬ 
ciates and later abandoned. Another minor blood trail was 
followed, but due to rain, it wgs lost. Extensive search of 
the area did not yield any results. 

The two injured policemen were removed to the hospital. 
S.I. Sailo had received one bullet injury below right clavicle 
and another bullet had entered half inch above, his left 
nipple, pierced his lungs and lodged itself in the region of 
left scaptila. He succumbed to his injuries (coUapse of both 
lungs) and died at 0910 hrs on 12-12-1981. CID Constable 
Hrangliana was hit on his left nipple, the bullet having 


missed his heart by a fraction of an inch and came out 
through the ribs under the left armpit. S,I. Vanlalchuanga, 
fortunately, remained unhurt. 

While one cf the assailants, who was positively identified 
to be SS Sgt-Zoliana S/o Late Zama of Sairang, died almost 
instantly, his two associates are believed to have received 
multiple bullet injuries. Massive manhunt for them is on. 

In his attempt to apprehend some hardened criminals and 
while helping his fellow policemen Shri Lalbuanga Sailo, S.I., 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and exceptional 
devotion to duty.

On the 30th October, 1979, notorious dacoit Pyare Yadava 
was planning to commit a dacoity and murder of TUak 
Singh and Baboo Ram in their houses in village Paidapur, 
P. S. Bilgram, District Hardoi. On receiving information 
about the assembly of gang Leader Pyare Yadava and his 
members in villuge Paidapur, Shri Gopal Siijgh collected 
the available police force and reached the spot immediately 
at about 15,30 hours. He devided the force into two parties 
The first party was led by Shri Gopal Singh and the second 
party by S. I. Sri Rama Shankar Pande, The whole gbng 
was surrounded by the Police. The gang leader Pyare 
Yadava was op the home back. On noticing the sudden 
presence of the police, Pyare Yadava be^an to run away 
on his horse along with other members of his gang. As they 
were to cross the pucca road, some villagers also joined the 
police with their licensed fire-arms, TTie police and public 
jointly chased the dacoits, The dacoits crossed the river 
Oarra and at some distance, the dneoits stopped in the 
village Punnapurwn in the hutment of Siya Ram Chamar 
to take water. Sri Gopal Singh laid an ambush at the 
spot.. He agjain challenged the dacoits and warned them 
to surrender. The gang leader Pvare Yadava and the 
members of the gang paid no heed to the challenge of the 
police but started indiscriminate firing at the police. The 
Police also opened fire in self-defence. This exchange of 
fire continued for about half an hour. Sri Gopul Singh and 
Constable Radhey Shyam proceeded towards the dacoits 
without caring for their personal lives. As soon as they 
reached near the dacoits, the gang leader Pyare Yadavh 
hurled two hand grenades on them. Constable Radhev 
Shyam sustained serious bomb injuries and fell down. He 
was sent to hospital. ST Gopal Singh also snspened injuries 
in his left hand. Seeing the injuries to the Policemen, 
Sri Gooal Singh stepped un the firing. The gang leader 
Pvare Yadava and two more miscreants suddenly ran away. 
They sustained bullet injuries and fell down fet some distance 
nnd died. The. other remaining two dacoits were chased by 
the Police. One of them was also shot dead. The dead 
bodies of the dacoits were later on identified as (1) Pvare 
Yadava.

On the 31st October, 1980, 10 Constables 
from the Detection Squad of Dadar Police Station took 
position in batches in Mahakali Nagar hutments and 
Adarsha Nagar area with a view to nab the miscreants who 
may come to create trouble in the locality, PC No. 11422/ 
F, Krishnakant Vishwanath Kadam hlong with P.C. 
No, 4120/F, V. V, B.agwc and P.C, No. 10949yF Anin 
S, Khanvilkar took position in Mahakali Nagar hutments 
while the rest of the Constables stationed themselves in 
Adarsha NIagar ground, At about 9.45 p.m, a group of 
about 40 boys from Bhat chnwl armed with deadly weapons 
like swords, guptics, chopper knife, pipes, iron-rods, hockey 
sticks and bottles, was seen proceeding surreptitiously 
towards Adarshh Nagar through Mahakali Nagar hutments. 
They halted near the ground, sensing the presence of police 
on the giound. P. C. Kadam and two other constables, who 
had taken position in Mahakali Nagar hutments, challenged 
the miscreants. The mfscrconts first attacked them with 
bottles in order to deter them. P.C, Kadam and the other 
two police Constables, however, did not flinch but stood to 
face the violent mob.

of the miscreants rushed at P.C. Kadam and hit him with 
sword on left side of his chest. P, C. Bagwe drew his revolver 
to prevent the iittack but one of the miscreants hit him with 
iron rod on his hand imd prevented him from opening fire. 
Other miscreants who had sniTounded P.C. Arun Khanvilkar 
also hit him with iron rod. In the meanwhile the person 
who dealt a deadly blow on the chest of P.C. Kadam again 
raised his sword to hit the P.C. on the Inad.

This timely action on the part oi 
P.C. Kadam not only saved his life but also that ol hi.i col¬ 
leagues. Firing had the dcsirctl effect on the miscrea'its who 
ran away from the spot. In this firing the person, v/ho hii 
P.C. Kadam with sword, siiecumcd to his injuries. 

P.C. Krishnakant Kadam sustained fracture of two libs 
in the attack and was hospitalized. 

Police Constable Krishnakant Vishwanath Kadam thus 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, presence of mind, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

This award is made for gallanti-y under rule 4{i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and can- 
sequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5. with effect from the 31st October, 1980,
